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Reconstruction of center - 
now planned for 1987

Joseph F. Libuda, engineer 
with Storch Engineers _ of 
Boston, came before the 
Wilmington board of selectmen 
Tuesday night to present the 
final design stage of the Rt, 62 
bridge plan 

The “long term project 
according to Libuda, is essen- 
tially the same plan outlined in 
the Project Development Report 
of the late 1970s. Close to 20 
plans were investigated before 
this “early start option” was 
finally adopted, he said 

Highlights of the plan include 
opening up two connectors off 
Main Street and widening Main 
Street to four lanes to handle 
traffic flow; depressing part of 
RU. 129 and raising part of Rt. 62, 
Burlington Avenue and Church 
Street to provide minimum 
clearance over the railroad 
tracks; moving access roads to 


Diamond Crystal ~—_ and 
Sweetheart Products Group 
further away from the bridge 
and widening Middlesex Avenue 
by the connector roads. 

Several businessess and 
residences in Wilmington Center 
would also be relocated with the 
help of the Right of Way Burear 
Libuda said 

Under the original plan, the 
Rt. 62 bridge would remain open 
to traffic while the new bridge is 


constructed. Under an_ alter. 
native plan suggested by 
Libuda, a “one way by-pass 


system” would handle traffic on 
Rt. 62 during construction. This 
would entail closing the old 
bridge to traffic for that period 
of time. 

Providing all goes well, 
construction is slated to begin in 
the spring of 1987, said Libuda, 
with a majority of work ex 
pected to be completed in one

The Walker School teachers in 
Wilmington, and the teachers in 
all the primary grades 
throughout Massachusetts were 
trained in the Massachusetts 
Normal Schools, back about 
1900, The Lowell Normal School, 
now the University of Lowell, 
was such an institution. There 
were others, of course. 

A course in a normal school 
was for three years, it is to be 
believed. No degrees were 
granted. The young ladies who 
were graduated were granted 
certificates. Almost without 
exception, they wgre very good 
grammar schooFteachers. 

Gertrude Eames Allgrove of 
Woburn Street, Wilmington, who 
taught in the Walker School, was 
a graduate of the Hyannis 
Normal School. Gertrude stayed 
in the school right through the 
summers, so as to shorten her 
stay in school. The lady is not 
certain how long she was in the 
school, but she liked her studies. 
and she was granted a cer- 
tificate. 

Another early teacher, earlier 
maybe than Gertrude Eames, 
was Mary Carey. She happened 
to be in Wilmington the day after 
this paper published its story 
about the Walker School | June 
12, 1985) 

A Vermont native, she at 
tended Lowell Normal School 
while her parents were living in 
Nashua, N.H. Her teaching 
career in the Walker school 
began in 1911. She taught grades 
three and four. 


Nina Kincaid, who was in the. 


first grade in 1896, was teaching 
the first and second grades 
Upstairs Henrietta Swain taught 
grades five and six, and Blan 
Alexander seven and eight 
Mary Carey has a diary, typed, 
which tells in part her ex- 
periences in the Walker School 
She can name many of the pupils 
she met at that time, in her three 
ot teaching. 
ach classroom had six rows 
of desks, eight desks to a row 
for the pupils, The total was 48 
pupils 
During her first year in 
Wilmington the West School was 
closed and the pupils tran 
sterred to the Walker School 
Her classroom was filled, and 
four additional students were 
placed at a table in the front of 
the room 
It was, she says. quite dif 
ferent trom today’s standards, 
where 30 pupils are considered 
to be an overload, She com 
plained about having 52 pupils, 
but it did no good 
Mary Carey remembers many 
persons mentioned in the June 
12 story, including Henry 
Porter. Henry's sister Anna 
stands out in her memory, as 
being the only person in that

She knew Mildred Buck, and 
her sisters Elsie and Heloise.

Herbert Barrows, of course, is 
the person after whom the 
auditorium in Wilmington High 
School is named. a man who

A farmer, and a widower, he 
owned all the property that is 
today the site of Avco, as well as 
the North Wilmington Nur 
series.

Dear Larz: 

Here is a question for you and 
your readers to ponder: What do 
the World Wrestling Federation 
and the Wilmington School 
Committee have in common?

It’s all an 
illusion — a fraud — and it 
provides a lot of fun. No one 
would consider betting the 
monthly mortgage money on the 
outcome. Many of us have come 
to the conclusion that the 
Wimington Committee deals in 
illusion. chicanery, and fraud 

Last year when the WSC 
announced a nationwide search 
for the superintendency, the 
members listed an impressive 
lise of criterion for selection — 
certification being one of them 
Many cynics laughed and 
predicted exactly what is 
happening now.

Resident wants information 
about air pollution incident

Concern over a recent air 
pollution incident in the 
Wilmington Industrial Park 
area and the lack of any further 
information released about the 
incident brought resident David 
Fitzgerald betore selectmen 

night to seek some 
answers, 

“To set the fears of people at 
rest,’ he noted, a statement 
should be issued stressing that 
officials are working on a 
solution. 

Fitzgerald had previously 
written letters to Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski and two local 
newspapers in order to get some 
sort of ‘public 
acknowledgement" which he 
hoped would lead to some action 
taken by local boards. He also 
pointed out that the deadline tor 
the Air Pollution Task Force's 
report on “protocol’” dealing 
with the proper handling of such 
problems was past due 

The incident, an odor problem 
resulting in several reports ot 
sickness, occurred in May 
According to press reports, an 
investigation was made, but 
olficials couldn't pinpoint where 
the odor was coming from 

While Stapezynski agreed to a 
possible need for .better com. 
munication with the public, he 


pointed out that both the Board 
of Health and the Air Pollution 
Task Force had taken the 
problem under advisement 
He said he had received 
conflicting reports on the 
seriousness of the incident from 
the industries which may be 
involved and the Regional 
Health Center, where many of 
those stricken were taken. While 
the press made it seem like a 
life or death situation. he 
said, there was really another 
side to the story 
An investigation 
made, Stapezynski explained. 
but he couldn't discuss the 
results in an open session. Right 
w there are just a number of 
allegations, he added 
This is certainly not a recent 

problem,” said Selectman Dan 
Ballou. He stressed that it has 
been occurring for a long time 
and suggested that, though they 
shouldn'! “alarm” the public 
olticials should act quickly on 
luture incidents, possibly even 
asking for federal assistance 
Board of Health Chairman 
Domenic Tutela pointed out that 
his board met with the Air 
Pollution Task Force Monday 
night over this very issue.

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JDC hearing 
postponed 


Because of a flaw in the way 
the hearing was advertised, JDC 
Properties, developers of the 
Apple Hill Technology Park in 
North Tewksbury, asked that a 
June 10 scheduled public 
hearing on their plans to sub- 
divide some 45 acres of land off 
North Street into ten lots be 
postponed, The Planning Board 
agreed with the request and 
rescheduled the hearing for 
Monday, July 8 

But, the board did hold an 
informal discussion with the 
developers in which several 
area residents questioned JDC's 
plans to develop more research 
and development buildings on 
land running off North Street 
along with the border with In- 
terstate Route 495, 

JDC seeks to subdivide a large 
parcel of land they own or have 
options to buy. The subdivision 
plan will create a total of ten 
lots, but only five building lots. 
‘Two of the lots created under the 
subdivision plan are in a 
residential and farming district 
which can not be developed for 
industrial or commercial use. 

Those two parcels of 
residential land, totaling 9.14 
acres, were the subject of a 
recent rezoning request that was 
shot down at town meeting. JDC 
had supported having the land 
rezoned for industrial use and 
had planned to use a historic 
home currently on one of the lots 
and owned by former Selectman 
Tom Budrewicz as the site of 
their private offices. The firm's 
offices are currently located in 
Reading 
esidents in the area were 
ul in their bid to prevent 
the rezoning, 

The subdivision plan does not 
show plans for the actual 
buildings JDC hopes to con 
struct in the area. Those 
building plans will be pre: 
to the planners at sepa 
plan review public hearings 
JDC plans to phase the 
development of the land and will 
present building plans as the 
firm prepares to build each 
building 

Residents of the area 
questioned why JDC was 
planning to subdivide 
residential land as part of their 
commercial plans. Engineers 
for the firm explained that parts 
of the two residential lots they 
have an option to buy are in the 
industrial zone. Those parts 
would have to be subdivided off 
and placed as separate lots 
within the industrial zone. The 
remaining parts of those lots 
also have to shown and JDC 
officials said there are no plans 
to build on them 

Residents, however, feared 
that allowing the subdivision of 
residential land would make it 
easier for JDC to have the 
residential parcels rezoned in 
the future. 

“By no means does 
they're doing make it e 
change the zoning at a later 
date,"’ said Planner Robert 
Fowler, 

JDC representative Charles 
Gorman, in response to a 
question from an area resident, 
said his firm would not commit 
itsell to never seeking a 
rezoning on the unused part of 
the residential land, 

JDC does have plans to 
develop their second building on 
the site. The second building will 
be built on 6.37 acres of land that 
comprises three of the ten lots in 
the subdivision.

Billerica development 
to use Tewksbury water 


Tewksbury Selectmen, acting 
as the board of public works, 
voted-unanimously June 11 to 
allow local developer Gary 
Patch to.hook into the town’s 
water supply by constructing a 
water main from Whipple Road 
into a ten acre lot he owns in 
Billerica and Tewksbury 

The development proposal 
calls for four house lots on the 
ten acres of land, nine of which 
are actually in Billerica. Patch 
proposes to gain access to the 
land by building a road off 
Whipple Rd., Tewksbury and 
proposed to use Tewksbury’s 
water system to supply the 
development. The water pipe he 
plans to install will run under 
the proposed rvad off Whipple 
Road. 

Apparently, the Billerica 
portion of Patch’s lot can not be 
easily accessed from an existing 
Billerica road or water line. 
Patch said gaining access off 

Road and using the 
yptietines in Tewksbury is the 
plan that makes the most sense 
and has the least amount of 
complications 

Some 20 feet of the proposed 
road will be on Tewksbury land 
while the remaining 375 feet will 
be on Billerica land
